HAT MONEY COULD Do to undo the work of the Conemaugh flood has 
been done by the whole country. A deluge has wasted one little 
valley far up in the mountains of Pennsylvania, and a whole nation 

has set bravely to work to help the sufferers, Eight thousand people have 
been killed, and sixty-five millions have given of their substance to bury 
the dead; to succor the surviving kinsfolk; to rebuild the ruined towns.

As a rule, the left hand should not know what the right hand doeth. 
But there are times when the example which the right hand sets avails 
mightily with the left hand, which is not always so ready. A calamity 
like that of Conemaugh brings this good to the country, that every section 
of the whole Union feels a vital sympathy with the sufferers. It is but a 
valley in Pennsylvania that is swept by the flood; but when the country 
once understands the suffering which that flood has caused, it comes home 
to every man as though the sufferer were his next door neighbor. His 
hand goes into his pocket, and he gives, out of his abundance or out of 
his poverty, glad and willing to help as best he may. It is a great sight, 
a grand sight, to see a whole nation giving thus, and the nation that gives 
thus may well be proud of itself. No nation in the world could have 
outdone this nation in generosity under similar conditions, and no nation 
that the sun ever shone on could have approached it in the promptitude 
of its gifts or in the systematic wisdom of their distribution,

Indeed, the intelligence, quickness and courage which the men 
showed who undertook to raise that stricken valley out of its utter abase- 
ment of ruin and desolation are the highest proofs we could ask of the 
permanent strength of the American character. We may be glad to sec 
that, on an occasion like this, our people are charitable, open-handed and 
prompt to action. But we should be still more glad to find that, under 
as sore an affliction as any community ever suffered, this mountain region 
of Pennsylvania brings to the front men who are not only courageous and 
self-denying, but cool-headed, kind-hearted, far-seeing and firm. These 
are the characteristics of good citizens, Even if it took such a calamity 
as this to bring them to our notice, let us be thankful that we have had 
the chance of seeing these brave men at their best. They have helped 
to raise the standard of citizenshin for the whole country.

And yet, proud as we may be of the country that makes such liberal 
response to a cry for aid; proud as we may be of citizens who show 
themselves so worthy to meet a great and trying exigency, we ought not 
to overlook the fact that we have to fix the moral, if not the legal 
responsibility for all the suffering of this great disaster, and that the 
sooner we make it clear to all citizens where the burden rightly lies, the 
better for the whole country. We have shown ourselves generous, as a 
nation. The people of the stricken region and their neighbors have 
shown themselves brave and wise in a tiree of dire disaster, But some- 
where, in this bad business, there has been a distinct, inexcusable failure 
of good citizenship. A dam seventy feet high, holding back a lake three- 
and-a-half miles long, has broken, and the breaking of it has caused the 
death of at least eight thousand people. In an age of scientific engineering, 
there should be no excuse for such a miscarriage as this. One of these 
propositions must be true: the dam should never have been built: it 
was faulty as it was bailt: its original strength had been diminished in 
the time that has elapsed since its building.

We know that the dam was built to make a feeding-reservoir for the 
Pennsylvania Canal; that it was abandoned for that purpose, and was 
taken by a Pittsburg sporting club to form a lake for a fishing preserve. 
It is asserted that this club neglected to take proper precautions to main- 
tain the dam as a safe structure — it is even said that it closed up the 
necessary waste-gates, and left the safety of the whole work to depend 
upon the operation of the surface sluice. But even if these assertions are 
proved beyond a doubt, we can not believe that the question of responsi- 
bility is settled. 

* od * 

If we should ever bring the members or managers of this same sport- 
ing club to trial to answer the grave charge of killing eight thousand 
persons through their negligence, they would have the sympathy of the 
whole people —a sympathy that would not fail to affect, more or less, 
the court that tried them. It would be said that they meant no harm; 
that, in the nature of things, they could know little of civil-engineering ; 
that they had no realizing sense of their great responsibility, and that 
they had suffered deeply in considering the misery their carelessness had 
caused, 

* : * 

All of this is true enough — but it does not dispose of the subject. 
It shows only that a sporting-club is not a proper organization to be 
intrusted with the care of a monstrous and all but impracticable work 
of civil engineering, the rupture of which meant destruction to a whole 
community. This is a fact we can readily accept. A party of- well- 
meaning gentlemen, engaged in various businesses, drawn together only 
by their social affinities and their common love of sport, are no fit and 
proper guardians of a dam seventy feet high, holding in a lake three miles 
and a half wide and a mile and a quarter broad. Why should they be? 
They could have had no experience in such matters: they could have had 
no real sense of their vast responsibility. A railroad company knows that 
if its culverts fail, if its bridges break, the public will hold it guilty in 
any trouble that may come. But could the members of the sporting 
club understand that they stood in the same attitude toward the public? 
Perhaps their ‘‘competent engineer”? examined their dam once a month 
during the nine months that they were away — perhaps he did not. How 
is a fishing club to know such things? 


* 


* * 

If the members of that club ever come up for trial, they will be 
excellent subjects for special pleading, and we shall all be special pleaders 
in their behalf. But if they were not responsible for the disaster — and 
we think they were only secondarily responsible — who was? We have 
our own answer to this question. It will seem cruel and unpractical, to 
many honest citizens who do not care to take active part in local govern- 
ment, who will not go to primaries, and who hate to bother themselves 
about politics. But it seems to us that it was the business of every citizen 
in that Conemaugh valley to fight for his life’s sake against the first 
proposition to lease that dammed-up lake to a fishing-club. And if 
citizens, generally, understood how much the safety of their homes de- 
pended upon the wisdom of the government, local and general, there 
would be no dams of the Conemaugh sort, and even in politics there 
would be a recognition of the politician’s responsibility to the people. 
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(Mrs. VAN CourtLANDT, having boasted how much hand- 
soner her standard lamp was than the Stanford Hoyles’, has 
invited them to dine, and ordered one from Biffeny to make good 
her statement. Five minutes before the dinner hour she ts horri- 
fied to discover that they have omitted to send the shade.)
